The  New  South  Carver  Fire  Station 


In  the  fall  of  1987  at  Fire  Chief  Dana  Harriman’s  request,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
established  a committee  to  study  the  adequacy  of  Fire  Station  #3  located  at  247a 
Tremont  Street. 

The  South  Carver  Fire  Station  Study  Committee,  comprised  of  the  following 
members  was  asked  to  study  the  existing  facility  and  make  recommendations  relative  to 
present  and  future  fire  department  housing  needs  in  the  South  Carver  area. 

Clark  Griffith  - a citizen  at  large 

Frank  R.  Mazzilli  - representing  the  Carver  Board  of  Selectmen 
Stanley  Lowell  - representing  the  Carver  Finance  Committee 
David  J.  Boucher  - representing  the  Carver  Firefighters  Association 
Captain  George  E.  Young  III  - representing  the  South  Carver  Fire  Co.  3 

The  Committee  met  regularly  over  the  winter  and  reported  back  to  the  Selectmen  in 
the  spring  of  1988  recommending  construction  of  a new  three  bay  fire  station.  Said 
facility  to  be  located  on  a 1.7  acre  lot  of  land  at  the  corner  of  Church  & South  Main 
Streets  which  had  been  donated  to  the  Town  by  the  Griffith  Cranberry  Company  of  South 
Carver  specifically  for  use  as  a fire  station. 

At  a special  Town  Meeting  on  April  25,  1988,  the  Town  voted  to  change  the  name 
of  the  study  committee  to  the  New  South  Carver  Fire  Station  Building  Committee  and 
appropriated  the  sum  of  $38,500.00  for  architectural  and  engineering  plans  as  well  as 
preliminary  site  work  for  the  future  station.  The  committee  worked  diligently  through 
several  lean  years  and,  on  June  20,  1994  Town  Meeting  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$600,00.00  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  new  Station  3. 

In  July  of  1996  fire  apparatus  was  moved  into  the  new  building.  Completion  of 
minor  details  and  finishing  touches  continued  through  the  fall  and  winter. 

Ten  years  of  hard  work  by  the  committee  combined  with  a most  generous  donation 
by  the  Griffith  Cranberry  Company  and  the  commitment  of  the  taxpayers,  has  produced  a 
modem  attractive  f re  station  that  will  serve  the  community  long  into  the  future. 

A formal  open  house  is  expected  in  May  of  1997.

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Report  of  the  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension 


County  Extension  programs  are  carried  on  through  Plymouth  County  in  cooperation 
with  UMASS  Extension  (Amherst)  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  The 
Cooperative  Extension  System  is  supported  by  County,  Federal  and  State  funds,  and 
operates  under  Federal  and  State  laws  and  agreements.  Educational  programs  focus  on 
four  major  program  areas:  Agroecology;  Natural  Resources  and  Environmental 
Conservation;  4-H  Youth,  Volunteer  and  Family  Development,  and  federally  funded 
Nutrition  Education  initiatives.  Volunteer  advisory  groups  work  with  staff  on  developing 
specific  programs.  Local  citizens,  appointed  by  the  County  Commissioners,  serve  as 
County  Extension  trustees,  directing  the  overall  program.  Extension  staff  serve  as  a direct 
link  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  New  research  findings  are  translated  into 
practical  applications  and  shared  with  people  and  communities  through  workshops, 
conferences,  field  demonstrations,  technical  assistance,  newspaper  articles,  radio  and 
television.  Publications,  such  as  regular  newsletters  and  booklets,  fact  sheets,  and  home 
study  courses,  bring  information  directly  to  those  who  need  it.  In  April  1996,  Marjorie 
Mahoney,  4-H  Agent,  retired  after  34  years  of  service  to  Plymouth  County  working  with 
area  youth  and  volunteers. 

In  Plymouth  County,  the  Extension  outreach  office  is  located  on  High  St.,  Hanson. 
This  past  year  an  office  was  reestablished  in  the  City  of  Brockton  for  the  Family 
Nutrition  Program,  a special  funded  Extension  grant.  In  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
regional  programs  are  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  Barnstable  County  Extension 
Program.  Satellite  offices  of  UMASS  Cooperative  Extension  are  located  in  Bristol  and 
Norfolk  Counties.  UMASS  Extension  also  operates  the  Cranberry  Experiment  Research 
Station,  located  in  Wareham.  Currently  the  county  field  staff  consists  of  a County 
Director,  two  4-H  Youth  Development  Specialists,  a Nutrition/Family  Development 
Specialist,  and  a Landscape/Nursery  Specialist.  A federally  funded  Expanded  Food  and 
Nutrition  Education  Program,  which  has  been  active  in  Plymouth  County  since  1969,  is 
run  under  the  auspices  of  Cooperative  Extension.  Currently  one  supervisor  and  two 
outreach  educators  work  in  this  program;  last  year  Nutrition  Educators  worked  with  18 
county  groups  enrolling  257  limited  income  participants  in  the  UMASS  12-lesson 
Certificate  Course.  A three-year  Water  Quality  Grant  continues  with  work  in  the  Taunton 
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River  Watershed  Connections  Project.  A new  Family  Self-Sufficiency  Project  began  this 
year  in  cooperation  with  17  county-based  housing  authorities;  Bridgewater 
State  College  and  UMASS  Amherst.  For  detailed  information  on  the  County

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  1996: 

The  Board  of  Health  has  a mission  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  the  Town  of 
Carver.  Inside  this  mission  several  factors  are  necessary.  We  are  to  monitor  our  landfills 
and  septic  plant,  inspect  all  town  restaurants  and  food  service  providers,  approve  of  all 
well  and  septic  plans  and  upgrades,  collect  applicable  fees,  oversee  the  operation  of  the 
Carver  Visiting  Nurses,  provide  the  public  with  the  knowledge,  respect  and 
understanding  to  deal  with  various  health  issues  and  solve  the  day  to  day  health  disputes 
where  the  public  is  concerned. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  had  many  accomplishments  in  the  past  calendar  year 
including  successfully  receiving  a $100,000  grant  from  EOCD  to  repair  14  septic  systems 
in  the  Town  of  Carver.  We  have  effectively  raised  all  of  our  fees  at  the  request  of  the 
finance  committee.  These  increases  account  for  approximately  a 25%  increase  in  revenue 
to  the  town.  With  the  help  of  the  Computer  Study  Committee,  we  received  a new 
computer  this  year  and  because  of  this,  we  have  been  able  to  computerize  many  things  we 
once  did  by  hand.  The  Carver  Board  of  Health  is  proud  to  say  that  for  another  year  we 
were  able  to  provide  the  town  and  its  citizens  with  the  knowledge,  respect  and  safety 
they  deserve. 

Our  goals  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  are  to  address  a town-wide  smoking  policy  for 
all  public  buildings;  and  using  a newly  formulated  by-law,  require  every  food  service 
establishment  permitted  in  town  to  have  at  least  one  employee  take  a course  on  food 
preparation  every  three  years  and  share  the  contents  with  fellow  employees.  We  will  also 
be  looking  to  find  a new  home  for  the  Carver  Visiting  Nurses  Association. 

It  is  with  honesty  and  pride  that  we  serve  you.

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Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Southeastern 
Regional  Planning  & Economic  Development  District 

(SRPEDD) 


The  Town  of  Carver  continued  its  participation  in  the  Southeastern  Regional 
Planning  and  Economic  Development  District  during  1996.  SRPEDD  (pronounced 
sir-ped)  is  a locally  governed  regional  agency  serving  27  cities  and  towns  in  southeastern 
Massachusetts.  We  are  funded  by  federal  and  state  grants  and  local  assessments.  For 
1996,  the  Town  of  Carver  paid  $1,588.50  for  our  services,  based  upon  an  assessment  of 
15  cents  per  capita. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Carver  was  represented  on  the  SRPEDD 
Commission  by  Philip  Harlow,  Ann  Miller  and  Sharon  Clarke.  The  Joint  Transportation 
Planning  Group  representative  was  Dawn  Parent-Ferreira. 

Some  of  SRPEDD’s  more  significant  accomplishments  during  1996  were: 

• Completion  and  certification  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  program 
(TIP)  which  sets  regional  priorities  for  federal  transportation  funds.  The  TIP  sets 
priorities  for  $234  million  in  federal  and  state  dollars  for  regional  transportation 
projects  over  the  next  three  years. 

• SRPEDD  completed  a Handbook  to  assist  proponents  and  local  officials  to  develop 
and  promote  the  aquaculture  industry  in  southeastern  Massachusetts. 

• SRPEDD  worked  with  the  region’s  cities  and  towns  and  the  MBTA  to  assist 
in  the  development  of  plans  for  commuter  rail  service  to  Taunton,  Fall  River  and 
New  Bedford.  SRPEDD  is  continuing  to  seek  a regional  consensus  on  alternative 
routes,  and  is  assisting  the  MBTA  to  evaluate  the  Attleboro,  Stoughton  and 
Middleborough  alternatives. 

• Southeastern  Massachusetts  Joined  the  Internet  with  the  debut  of  SRPEDD’s  web 
site  in  August.  The  site  contains  data  and  information  about  every  city  and  town 
in  the  region,  and  can  be  reached  at  http://www.srpedd.org. 

• SRPEDD  approved  $1,583,559  in  grants  from  our  regional  transportation 
allocation  for  five  “enhancemenf’  projects.  Included  were  three  bicycle  paths 
(Fairhaven,  New  Bedford  and  Swansea),  restoration  of  the  ship  Emestina  in  New 
Bedford  and  a region  road  runoff  inventory  project. 
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A Regional  Housing  Needs  Study  was  completed  that  includes:  Needs 
Assessment;  Handbook  of  Resources;  Fiscal  Impact  Analysis;  Opportunities  for 
Regional  Cooperation;  and  Survey  of  Conditions/Social  Service  Agencies. 

An  Intermodal  Transportation  Report  was  prepared  by  SRPEDD  for  the  New 
Bedford  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  addresses  and  makes  recommendations 
for  the  linkage  of  the  airport,  seaport,  rail,  bus  and  highway  modes  of  travel  and 
freight  transfer. 

The  SRPEDD  Commission  approved  a Regional  Land  Use  Policy  Plan  and 
successfully  applied  for  a grant  for  implementation  in  1997.  The  plan  sets  forth 
guidance  for  optimal  use  of  our  most  precious  resource  - our  land. 

The  region’s  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  was  completed  and  certified 
by  the  U.S.  Economic  Development  Administration,  making  the  region  eligible 
for  federal  economic  development  grants  from  EDA. 

SRPEDD  conducts  a district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  maintains  a 
computer  file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data  throughout  the  region.  SRPEDD 
undertook  counts  at  85  locations  this  year. 

SRPEDD  also  compiled  computerized  accident  records  for  seven  communities. 
This  data  is  used  to  publish  the  region’s  25  most  dangerous  intersections  and  road 
segments.  This  information  helps  with  the  redesign  of  the  dangerous  areas. 

SRPEDD  worked  with  the  two  regional  transit  authorities,  GATRA  and  SRTA, 
on  issues  such  as  route  evaluations,  marketing,  service  to  elderly  and  handicapped 
persons  and  overall  data  compilation  and  analysis. 

SRPEDD  continued  its  affiliation  with  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development 
(SEED)  Corporation,  which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  In 
1996  SEED  made  loans  to  118  small  businesses  in  the  amount  of  $12.6  million. 
These  loans  are  projected  to  create  632  new  Jobs. 

SRPEDD  operates  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Data  Center,  providing 
information  to  businesses,  cities  and  towns,  and  individuals. 
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SRPEDD  also  received  in  1996  evaluations  of  Outstanding  from  two  federal 
agencies  for  planning  work  done  in  the  region:  the  Department  of  Transportation  and  the 
Economic  Development  Administration. 

In  addition,  municipal  assistance  was  provided  to  Carver  in  the  following  areas: 

• Prepared  Maps  for  the  Open  Space  Plan 

• Continued  Assistance  with  Rte.  58/West  Street  Traffic  Signal  Warrants 

• Technical  Assistance  to  Edaville  Railroad 

SRPEDD  was  created  to  serve  the  cities  and  towns  of  southeastern  Massachusetts. 
We  are  governed  by  elected  and  appointed  officials  from  all  the  cities  and  towns.  We  look 
forward  to  serving  you  in  the  future.

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Report  of  the  Emergency  Management  Agency 


The  past  year  brought  a record  amount  of  snow  to  the  town  and  a few  other  storms 
on  top  of  it,  to  make  for  a very  busy  year.  The  year  began  with  a blizzard  in  January  and 
just  seemed  to  continue  with  other  threats  of  inclement  weather  until  the  end  of  1996. 
Hopefully  with  a new  year  we  will  be  able  to  catch  our  breath,  but  we  will  be  on  top  of 
any  threats  to  the  area. 

The  storms  did  not  Just  impact  Carver,  it  seemed  to  be  every  community  in  the 
state.  We  had  a record  snowfall,  power  outage,  heavy  rains,  a close  encounter  with  a 
hurricane  over  Labor  Day  weekend  and  finally  a flood  threat  in  the  northern  section  of 
town.  Several  of  the  above  problems  made  it  necessary  to  open  the  Emergency  Operations 
Center  (EOC)  to  coordinate  some  resources  needed  to  deal  with  each  incident,  along  with 
opening  shelters  to  care  for  some  of  our  residents. 

After  all  is  said  and  done,  we  have  several  departments  of  the  town  that  the  residents 
should  be  very  proud  to  know  are  available  to  them.  We  were  successful  in  obtaining 
some  Federal  funds  from  the  snows  of  January  and  the  Presidential  declaration  of  the 
flooding  in  October.  This  past  year  saw  some  training  and  upgrading  of  plans  and 
procedures.  We  received  our  report  from  the  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA), 
regarding  the  evaluated  exercise  of  December,  1995.  We  received  great  marks  and  reviews 
on  a job  well  done.  Our  next  evaluation  will  be  in  November  of  1997  and  we  will  work 
hard  to  continue  the  high  praise  from  FEMA.  Again  all  of  this  could  not  have  been 
accomplished  without  the  support  and  cooperation  of  all  personnel  and  volunteers. 

Old  Home  Day  once  again  found  the  Quincy  Auxiliary'  helping  the  Town  out  with 
traffic  control  and  we  are  very  grateful  to  them  for  their  help  each  year. 

The  Emergency  Management  Agency  wishes  to  extend  a thank  you  to  the  personnel, 
residents  of  Carver,  MEMA-Area  II  staff  and  all  volunteers  for  their  cooperation  and 
support  of  this  past  year.

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Report  of  the  Industrial  Development  Commission 


The  mission  of  the  Carver  Industrial  Development  Commission  is  to  promote  the 
town’s  economic  development  by  encouraging  the  creation  and  growth  of  local 
businesses  engaged  in  appropriate  commercial  and  industrial  activity.  This  year  the  IDC 
helped  Carver’s  Local  Partnership  Committee  to  complete  the  economic  study  of  the 
town  of  Carver.  The  IDC  also  met  with  the  coordinators  of  Decas  Cranberry  Corp.  to 
help  with  information  and  logistics  involved  with  opening  a business  in  Carver.  The 
IDC  has  worked  with  other  perspective  businesses  inquiring  about  Carver.  The  IDC 
made  inquiries  of  several  business  ventures,  to  try  to  attract  them  to  Carver.  The  goal  of 
the  IDC  for  FY98  will  be  to  finish  and  distribute  an  “informational  brochure”  about 
Carver,  and  develop  distribution  channels  for  attracting  businesses  to  Carver.  Our 
ongoing  goals  will  be  to  continue  to  look  for  and  help  prospective  businesses  locate  in 
the  town  of  Carver,  and  to  pursue  the  avenues  of  the  grant  process  to  bring  further  studies 
of  Carver’s  economic  needs  to  the  forefront.  We  will  continue  to  network  with  state  and 
regional  economic  groups  to  take  advantage  of  their  expertise  in  developing  further 
growth  in  the  town  of  Carver.  We  will,  as  always,  continue  to  assist  present  and  future 
businesses  wishing  to  grow  and  expand  in  Carver,  with  some  of  their  permitting  and 
zoning  questions. 

Our  budgetary  needs  for  FY98  consist  of  monies  to  erect  a second  “welcome”  sign 
in  the  south  end  of  town  on  Route  58  at  a cost  of  $100.00.  A budgetary  request 
for  FY98  will  be  to  fund  the  collection  of  information  and  printing  costs  of  the 
informational  brochure  at  a cost  of  $850.00. 

We  see  a need  to  make  a budget  request  for  FY98  in  the  amount  of  $5,000.00  to 
help  in  the  final  distribution  phase  of  the  information  brochure  and  the  development  and 
creation  of  a “Business  Info  Pack”,  which  will  help  future  businesses  find  their  way 
through  the  many  processes  needed  to  open  up  in  Carver,  ie.  zoning  bylaws,  etc.  We 
would  also  have  enough  money  to  finance  a reprint  of  the  information  brochure,  if  needed. 

The  IDC  will  seek  to  foster  a climate  that  is  favorable  to  business  growth  and 
beneficial  to  Carver  residents.  The  Commission  will  work  diligently  to  preserve  and 
improve  the  quality  of  life  in  Carver  while  cooperating  fully  with  other  local,  county, 
state  and  federal  agencies  in  matters  of  mutual  interest.

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Report  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse  Committee 


“To  all  concerned:  Having  been  with  my  friend  over  the  past  few  weeks,  I wish  to 
convey  my  thanks  for  the  wonderful  care  and  concern  the  Carver  nurses  and  aides  gave  to 
him.  I have  been  a nurse  since  1940  and  have  worked  from  staff  nurse  up  to  administrator 
and  have  never  met  such  good  people.  I am  proud  to  be  a Friend  of  the  Carver  Nurses.” 

The  Carver  Public  Health  Nurse  Committee  is  a comprehensive,  certified  home 
health  agency  providing  the  full  range  of  home  health  services  to  the  residents  of  Carver. 
The  services  provided  include  skilled  nursing,  physical  therapy,  speech  therapy, 
occupational  therapy,  medical  social  work  and  home  health  aide.  The  agency  also 
provides  many  health  promotion  screenings,  immunization  programs  and  communicable 
disease  follow-up.  The  staff  is  an  excellent  resource  for  town  residents  regarding 
community  resources  available. 

As  the  health  care  climate  continues  to  change  at  such  a rapid  rate  in  this  country, 
the  demands  on  our  staff  continue  to  increase.  The  direct  care  staff  are  coping  not  only 
with  sicker  patients  with  complex  health  care  needs,  but  also  with  increased  paperwork 
demands  and  requirements  from  reimbursement  sources.  The  administrative  staff  is 
meeting  and  networking  with  area  health  care  agencies  to  investigate  the  varied  types  of 
collaborations  and  affiliations  developing.  The  goal  of  all  staff  is  the  same,  to  provide  the 
highest  quality,  most  cost  effective  home  health  care  to  the  residents  of  Carver.

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Report  of  the  Council  on  Aging 


The  Carver  Council  on  Aging  is  a town  department  established  to  serve  and  assist 
the  senior  population  of  our  community,  59  years  of  age  and  older.  The  COA  Offices, 
Drop-In  Center  and  Nutrition  Center  are  housed  in  the  Marcus  Atwood  House,  located  at 
Lakeview  and  Tremont  Streets  in  South  Carver.  This  multi-purpose  center  is  open 
Monday  through  Friday  from  9:00am  until  4:00pm,  except  for  legal  holidays. 

Professional  staff  members  (paid  and  volunteer)  implement  the  programs  and  services 
established  and  authorized  by  the  COA  Board  of  Directors.  Federal,  state  and  local  funds 
support  a variety  of  services  and  programs  focused  on  the  needs  of  our  senior  citizens. 
Grants  (public  and  private)  also  contribute  to  the  financial  support  of  this  department. 

PROFESSIONAL  SERVICES 

Certified  social  workers  are  available  for  screening  interviews,  counseling  and  referral 
assistance.  Counseling  is  also  available  for  Social  Security  and  SSI  assistance,  legal 
assistance  provided  by  Attorney  Lawrence  L.  Hale  from  9:00am  until  11:00am  (second 
Thursday  of  each  month)  and  the  Southeastern  Legal  Assistance  Corp.  Other  social 
service  needs:  fuel  assistance,  tax  preparation  assistance  provided  by  T.C.E.  Program 
(Tax  Counseling  for  the  Elderly),  insurance  assistance  through  S.H.I.N.E.  (Serving 
Health  Information  Needs  for  Elders)  and  health  assistance  in  conjunction  with  the  Carver 
Public  Health  Nurses.  Free  blood  pressure  tests  are  offered  monthly,  free  hearing  tests  are 
offered  quarterly  along  with  annual  flu  shots  and  cholesterol  tests  that  are  provided  at  a 
modest  fee.  An  Outreach  Program  becomes  the  “point  of  entry”  to  the  COA  and  senior 
network  for  many  seniors  and  members  of  their  family.  Geriatric  Mental  Health  Social 
Workers  are  available  through  Catholic  Charities  and  OCPC. 

A Daily  Telephone  Reassurance  program  is  available  for  seniors  living  alone  or  in 
isolated  areas  of  town.  Vial  of  Life  kits  are  available  to  anyone  and  can  be  obtained  at  the 
COA  office.  A Loan  Closet  is  provided  by  the  COA  and  Public  Health  Nurses  for  persons 
needing  walkers,  crutches,  wheelchairs,  bed  pans,  etc.  Magazines,  books  and  puzzles  are 
available  for  loan  as  well.  A Coupon  Exchange  file  is  maintained  and  offered  to  seniors 
wishing  to  extend  their  purchasing  power.  Breads  and  pastries  from  Carver’s  Shaws 
Supermarket  are  distributed  at  the  Atwood  House  (Monday  through  Friday  9:00am  until 
1:00pm).  The  most  recent  service  added  to  the  COA  is  a Notary  Public,  available  to 
seniors  at  no  charge.  Copies  of  documents,  policies,  forms  and  prescriptions  are  made  free 
of  charge  to  seniors  at  COA  office. 
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Guest  speakers  are  scheduled  as  appropriate  to  keep  seniors  informed  of  governmental 
regulations  and/or  changes,  insurance,  health  related  issues  and  other  topics  of  interest  to 
seniors.  The  Carver  Senior  Citizens  and  AARP  Chapter  also  hold  their  monthly 
meetings  at  the  Marcus  Atwood  House.  They  too  schedule  guest  speakers  and  have 
planned  activities  of  interest  to  senior  citizens. 

Senior  identification  cards  are  issued  by  the  COA  and  an  updated  list  of  businesses 
that  offer  senior  citizen  discounts  is  available  to  seniors. 

Government  surplus  food  distribution  has  been  discontinued  due  to  cutbacks  in  the 
federal  program.  Food  pantry  is  open  daily  and  made  possible  by  on-going  donations 
from  Carver  residents,  organizations  and  businesses. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Curb-to-curb  transportation  is  available  to  the  elderly  and  disabled  persons  living  in 
our  community.  Operated  by  the  COA,  a GATRA  (Greater  Attleboro  Taunton  Regional 
Authority)  mini-bus  and  two  lift-vans  are  in  service  Monday  through  Friday  for  scheduled 
trips  to  shopping  malls,  supermarkets,  medical  appointments,  social  and  recreational 
activities  and  for  special  events.  A donation  of  two  dollars  is  accepted. 

ADULT  DAY  CARE  CENTER 

Although  the  Carver  COA  does  not  operate  an  adult  day  care  center,  we  do  provide 
transportation  to  Carver  seniors  enrolled  in  the  Middleboro  COA  Adult  Day  Care  Center 
Monday  through  Friday. 


NUTRITION 

Congregate  meals  are  served  Monday  through  Friday  at  our  Nutrition  Center, 
providing  hot  and  nutritious  meals  with  social  interaction  among  senior  citizens.  Meals- 
On-Wheels  are  delivered  to  the  frail  and  homebound  seniors  who  qualify.  A donation  of 
two  dollars  is  accepted. 

DROP  IN  CENTER/SOCIAL  AND  RECREATIONAL 

Our  Drop-In  Center  is  open  daily,  Monday  through  Friday  from  9:00am  until 
4:00pm  for  those  wishing  to  read,  play  cards,  bingo,  shoot  pool,  watch  TV  or  just 
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engage  in  conversation  with  friends.  Our  facility  is  well  heated  in  the  winter  and  air 
conditioned  in  summer.  A VCR  has  been  installed  so  that  films  can  be  enjoyed  or  used 
by  guest  speakers  when  they  Join  us.  Horseshoe  and  tennis  courts  are  located  on  Atwood 
property.  Knitting  Grannies  meet  Thursday  afternoons,  making  AIDS  Baby  Quilts, 
scarfs,  mittens  and  caps  for  Head  Start  enrollees  and  lap  blankets  for  homebound  elders. 
Movie  of  the  Month  is  offered  the  last  Tuesday  of  each  month  in  the  Drop-In  Center 
following  lunch.  Walking  Club  meets  at  the  Carver  High  School  track  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday  Mornings  from  9:00am  until  9:30pm. 

Transportation  to  the  YMCA  in  Middleboro  is  provided  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
mornings  for  participants  in  the  Aqua  Arthritic  Swimming  and  Exercise  Program. 

Special  day  trips  are  planned  for  the  coming  year:  theater  trips,  musicals,  ice  shows, 
sporting  events,  flower  show,  etc. 

Friends  of  the  COA,  Inc.  sponsor  various  fund  raising  dinners/dances  and  will  be 
planning  more  for  the  coming  year.  Our  Annual  Chicken  BBQ  and  St.  Patrick’s  Day 
Corned  Beef  and  Cabbage  Dinner  remain  popular.  A traditional  Turkey  Dinner  with  all 
the  trimmings  has  become  an  annual  event  for  elders  living  in  Carver  and  surrounding 
communities  Thanksgiving  Day.  Monthly  Pancake  Breakfast  is  offered  the  third  Saturday 
of  each  month  between  the  hours  of  8:00am  and  1 1 :00am. 

SUSTAINING  MEMBERSHIP 

Friends  of  COA  have  launched  a Sustaining  Membership  drive  with  a goal  of  2,000 
members.  Annual  membership  fee:  $5  for  individuals  and  $10  for  businesses  and 
organizations.  Sixty  percent  for  “building  fund”  with  forty  percent  for  “operating 
expenses.” 


NEWSLETTER 

To  keep  our  senior  population  informed  of  activities,  programs  and  matters  of  particular 
interest  to  them,  we  now  distribute  a monthly  newsletter.  Increased  postage  cost  and 
related  expenses  prevent  us  from  mailing  the  newsletter,  but  they  are  available  for  pick-up 
at  the  Town  Hall,  Carver  Public  Library,  Atwood  House  and  in  the  stores  and  businesses 
that  advertise  in  our  publication.  Newsletters  are  also  distributed  on  our  GATRA  buses 
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and  with  the  help  and  assistance  from  the  mobile  home  parks,  distributed  along  with 
their  own  newsletter.

Report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 


The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen

Dear  Sirs: 

During  the  past  year  the  following  major  accomplishments  were  completed  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works: 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  completed  the  realignment  and  reconstruction 
of  Pond  Street.  This  job  went  well  and  was  completed  right  on  schedule  and  also  right 
on  budget  at  a cost  of  $283,000.00.  We  will,  in  the  future,  be  doing  more  streets  by  this 
procedure. 

This  year,  through  a lot  of  requested  paperwork  required  by  the  State  to  do  the  Route 
#44  Intersection  Redesign,  we  have  finally  started  and  will  have  this  project  complete  by 
the  spring  of  1997.  The  cost  was  $800,000.00  state  funded. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works,  at  this  time,  is  putting  together  a project  for 
the  complete  resurfacing  of  Route  #44.  This  will,  along  with  the  new  intersections, 
complete  the  highway  from  Route  #58  to  the  Plymouth  line. 

This  year,  the  department  tried  a new  resurfacing  product,  some  20,920’  of  micro- 
surfacing  was  done  in  Cranberry  Estates.  Some  of  these  developments  built  25  years  ago 
are  in  need  of  road  maintenance.  This  may  be  an  inexpensive  way  to  maintain  our  older 
housing  developments.  This  was  one  of  our  Chapter  90  projects  this  year. 

Chapter  90  work  was  also  completed  on  Green  Street,  Bradock  Way  and  Linton 
Drive.  This  work  consisted  of  binder  mix  and  top,  driveway  aprons  and  lawn  blending. 
Chapter  90  for  this  summer  will  be  the  resurfacing  of  Meadow  Street  from  Route  #58  to 
Pine  Street.  This  will  consist  of  binder  and  top,  also  driveway  aprons  and  lawn  blending. 
This  section  of  road  is  in  bad  shape  and  must  be  dealt  with  this  year.  15,500’  of 
resurfacing  binder  this  spring  and  top  this  summer,  the  total  cost  of  this  project  when 
finished  is  $180,000.00. 

Cemeteries  were  limed  and  fertilized,  as  they  always  are.  Twenty  three  cemetery  lots 
were  sold  this  year,  five  cremations  and  21  burials  were  requested.  As  spring  approaches. 
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the  cemeteries  require  a lot  of  work  as  do  the  maintenance  of  our  highways  at  this  time, 
fhis  year  we  will  be  requesting  part-time  help  for  the  cemetery  work.  We  are  not  getting 
MCI  help  like  we  have  in  the  past.  A section  of  land  is  being  donated  to  the  Town  of 
Carver  from  the  Carver  Sportsman  Club  for  the  purpose  of  adding  to  Central  Cemetery  - 
a big  thank  you  to  them.  In  Union  Cemetery  we  have  completed  two  sections,  this 
should  be  sufficient  for  quite  a few  years.  Lakenham  Cemetery  is  a problem,  with  no  land 
available  for  lots.  We  may  have  to  look  at  some  alternatives  for  the  North  Carver 
cemetery. 

Private  ways  were  maintained  as  much  as  possible,  as  always.  Some  paving  was 
done  in  Bates  Pond  and  Crystal  Lake.  This  year  we  will  try  to  do  some  in  other  private 
ways,  but  by  not  having  a minimum  road  width  in  some  of  these  areas,  it  is  not 
possible  to  pave.  Also,  drainage  is  a big  problem  in  these  areas. 

Drainage  work  was  done  in  Wenham  Shores.  Also  Craig  Street,  Silva  Street  and 
Purchase  Street.  We  had  some  minor  drainage  problems  resolved.

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Intersections  were  done  where  needed.  Crosswalks,  stop  bars  and  directional  arrows 
were  also  done  in  various  parts  of  town.  We  need  this  line  item  increased. 

Snow  removal  this  year,  as  of  January  6,  1997,  has  been  totally  opposite  of  last  year. 
At  this  time  we  have  used  about  200  tons  of  road  salt  and  700  yards  of  sand.  We  have 
had  to  plow  one  3”  snow  storm.  Let’s  hope  the  weather  pattern  stays  the  way  it  has  been 
going.  We  still  have  90  days  of  winter  remaining. 

We  had  our  Road  Management  System  upgraded  this  year  by  Mr.  Paul  Mission 
from  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development.  He  also  has  been  a 
great  help  in  making  us  aware  of  grants  for  transportation  improvements  that  became 
available  to  our  community.  Our  secretary.  Dawn,  is  the  SRPEDD  Representative  for  the 
Town  of  Carver  and  keeps  us  well  informed  of  transportation  information  and  monies  that 
become  available. 

We  did  receive  our  new  power  sweeper  and  catch  basin  cleaner  this  year.  This  will 
allow  us  to  get  an  early  start  to  cleaning  up  the  tons  of  sand  we  apply  to  our  roads  each 
winter.  The  Board  would  like  to  thank  the  town  residents  for  allowing  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  two  vital  pieces  of  equipment  - thanks  again! 

Trying  to  keep  up  with  all  of  our  road  work,  parks,  cemeteries,  recreational  areas, 
snow  removal  and  ice  control  is  not  easy  within  the  budget  that  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  has.  We  do  think,  however,  that  most  taxpayers  understand  this.  We  will 
continue  to  provide  the  best  possible  services  for  our  fast  growing  Town  of  Carver.

The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  are  pleased 
to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  1996. 

The  Project  is  a special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957  and  is  now 
composed  of  25  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton  and  the  Town  of 
Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a regional  response  to  a regional  problem 
and  provides  a way  of  organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially  trained  employees  and 
mosquito  control  professionals  into  a single  agency  with  a broad  geographical  area  of 
responsibility. 

The  1996  season  began  with  an  above  normal  water  table  which  produced  large 
numbers  of  spring  brood  mosquitoes  throughout  the  County.  Efforts  were  directed  at 
larval  mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood.  Ground  larviciding  was  accomplished 
using  B.t.i.,  an  environmentally  selective  bacterial  agent.  Upon  emergence  of  the  spring 
brood  of  adult  mosquitoes,  ultra-low  adulticiding  began.  The  Project  responded  to  a 
record  number  of  residential  complaints  during  the  summer.  All  sprayers  and  trucks 
performed  well  with  little  time  lost  to  breakdowns. 

The  threat  of  the  mosquito-transmitted  disease  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  (EEE) 
was  again  low  in  1996.  This  season  marked  the  third  consecutive  year  that  EEE  virus 
was  not  isolated  during  the  mosquito  surveillance  period.  Unusually  high  rainfall  and 
ground  water  levels  that  have  remained  above  average  during  1996  should  warrant 
increased  concern  for  the  1997  EEE  season. 

During  the  summer  of  1996,  this  Project  also  cooperated  with  the  Harvard  School 
of  Public  Health  on  a lyme  disease  surveillance  program  in  Plymouth  County  Towns. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Carver  are  given  below.  While  mosquitoes  do 
not  respect  town  lines,  the  information  given  below  does  provide  a tally  of  the  activities 
which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health  and  comfort  of  Carver  residents. 
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Insecticide  Application  - 6,241  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted  sprayers  for 
control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made  to  the  same  site  if 
mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were  made  in  May  and  the  last  in 
September. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage,  which  can  be 
found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing  water  areas.  Inspectors 
continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with  highly  specific  larvicides  when 
immature  mosquitoes  are  present.  Last  year  a total  of  128  inspections  were  made  to  69 
cataloged  breeding  sites. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  complaint  response  time,  that  is  the  time  between 
notice  of  a mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors.  The  complaint 
response  time  in  the  Town  of  Carver  was  less  than  two  days  with  more  than  442 
complaints  answered. 

Mosquito  Survey  - A systematic  sampling  for  the  mosquitoes  in  Carver  indicates 
that  Culiseta  melanura  was  the  most  abundant  species.  Other  important  species  collected 
included  Culex  salinarius  and  Aedes  excrucians. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for  information  about 
mosquitoes,  mosquito-bome  diseases,  control  practices  or  any  other  matters  of  concern.

Also  added  was  a computer  for  the  Internet  which 
went  on-line  during  the  month  of  November.  This  computer  was  acquired  with  Grant 
monies.  In  addition,  a word  processor  was  donated  by  Boston  Edison  for  the  use  of 
library  patrons.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Carver;  The 
Interim  Delegate  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area  Agency  on  Aging  (OCPC- 
AAA)  Advisory  Committee  is  pleased  to  present  this  report  of  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging 
activities  for  Fiscal  Year  1996. 

NARRATIVE  STATEMENT: 

The  OCPC-AA  is  responsible  for  the  planning,  coordination  and  funding  of  elderly 
services  under  Title  III  of  the  Older  Americans  Act  in  the  23  community  region  served  by 
the  program.  The  OCPC-AAA,  in  conjunction  with  input  from  the  23  community 
Advisory  Committee,  has  focused  its  efforts  on  developing  a comprehensive  network  of 
services  and  programs  which  are  responsive  to  the  full  spectrum  of  elder  service  needs.  In 
collaboration  with  local  councils  on  aging  and  other  elder  service  provider  agencies,  the 
OCPC-AAA  provided  grant  funding  for  the  following  programs  and  services  in  Fiscal 
Year  1996: 

• Senior  Center  & Outreach  Programs 

• Home  Health  & Respite  Services 

• In-Home  Mental  Health  Services 

• Services  for  Elders  with  Disabilities 

• Transportation  Services 

• Legal  Services 

• Emergency  Intervention  Services 

• Congregate  & Home-Delivered  Meals 

• Nutritional  Education  & Counseling 

• Services  to  Families  & Caregivers 

• Long-Term  Care  Ombudsman  Services 

More  than  354,000  units  of  service  were  provided  to  10,395  unduplicated  elders 
throughout  the  region. 

In  addition  to  providing  funding  for  the  services  listed  above,  the  OCPC-AAA  also 
used  funding  under  Title  III-F  (Disease  Prevention  and  Health  Promotion)  for  the 
provision  of  Nutritional  Education  and  one-to-one  Nutritional  Counseling.  The  OCPC- 
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AAA  also  used  funding  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  for  the 
provision  of  Prostate  Cancer  Awareness  and  Education  presentations  at  various  locations. 
A total  of  nine  educational  presentations  were  conducted,  serving  353  elders  from 
throughout  the  region. 

The  AAA  Advisory  Committee  Delegates  and  Alternates  play  a key  role  in  the 
development  and  support  of  elder  services  and  programs  in  the  region.  The  Advisory 
Committee,  consisting  of  representatives  from  each  of  the  23  communities,  assists  the 
AAA  in  assessing  elder  needs,  recommending  funding  priorities  and  recommending  sub- 
grantees to  provide  Title  III  services.  The  support  and  cooperation  of  the  local 
communities  and  Advisory  Committee  members  is  acknowledged  with  gratitude  by  the 
Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area  Agency  on  Aging.

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Report  of  the  Office  of  the  Public  Prosecutor 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
TOWN  OF  CARVER 

During  the  past  year,  the  Office  of  the  Public  Prosecutor  was  involved  in  the 
processing  and/or  prosecution  of  approximately  503  criminal  cases  which  comprised 
approximately  1,148  complaints. 

As  a direct  result  of  your  Police  Department’s  action,  the  Court  records  reflect  that 
from  July  1,  1996  through  December  31,  1996,  a total  in  excess  of  $3,500.00  was 
collected  in  fines  and  returned  to  the  general  treasury  of  the  town.  Furthermore,  the  first 
six  (6)  months  of  the  year  show  a return  of  more  than  $3,400.00  to  the  general  treasury. 
Thus,  an  amount  in  excess  of  Six  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  Dollars  was  returned  to  the 
town. 

In  addition  to  the  funds  returned  from  the  Court  to  the  town,  the  Registry  of  Motor 
Vehicles  is  also  sending  reimbursements  directly  to  the  town  for  fines  collected  by  their 
agency  for  civil  motor  vehicle  infractions. 

The  current  backlog  of  court  cases  in  the  jury  session  remains  at  three  to  four 
months,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  over  eighty  to  eighty-five  percent  of  the  cases  are  disposed 
of  through  plea  bargaining. 

The  court  reform  measures  which  went  into  effect  on  January  2,  1994,  have  been  fully 
implemented  and  the  Court  has  become  more  efficient.  I have  further  reduced  expenses  by 
attempting  to  have  police  officers  present  to  testify  in  court  only  when  absolutely  needed. 

The  Public  Prosecutor  continues  to  be  present  in  Court  on  a daily  basis  to  handle 
and  assist  all  town  departments  in  any  action  taken  by  them  to  effectuate  enforcement  of 
regulations,  by-laws,  delinquent  taxes  and  to  give  seminars  to  your  police  officers. 

As  administrative  change  occurred  in  October  when  the  status  of  the  Public 
Prosecutor  was  changed  to  a contractor  relationship  rather  than  an  employee.  All  duties 
and  responsibilities  of  the  Public  Prosecutor  remain  unchanged. 

We  continue  to  serve  as  a liaison  with  the  Plymouth  County  District  Attorney’s 
Office  and  your  Police  Department,  in  addition  to  giving  legal  assistance  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  other  town  departments  upon  request.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Conservation  Commission  for  1996: 

The  position  of  Conservation  Agent  was  created  at  a Special  Town  Meeting  in 
October  1995  and  the  Commission  finally  filled  the  position  in  April  1996.  By  creating 
and  filling  this  position,  the  Commission  has  been  able,  at  last,  to  move  forward  with  its 
job.  We  are  seeing  a huge  upturn  in  filings  and  requests  before  the  Commission  and  a 
greater  awareness  in  the  Town  of  Carver  of  who  we  are,  what  we  do  and  how  we  can  help 
Carver’s  residents,  growers  and  businesses. 

Our  Job  is  to  ensure  no  adverse  impact  on  resource  areas,  to  administer  wetlands 
regulations  and  to  enforce  Chapter  131,  Section  40  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
(“The  Wetlands  Protection  Act”).  The  Commission  is  here  to  help  businesses,  growers 
and  residents  navigate  state  and  federal  regulations  concerning  wetlands.  In  order  to  do 
our  job,  we  have  been  working  to  inform  the  general  public  of  the  need  to  come  before  the 
Commission  before  beginning  any  activity  within  100  feet  of  a Bordering  Vegetated 
Wetland  and  to  inform  cranberry  growers  of  the  need  to  come  before  us  prior  to  beginning 
any  new  wetland  activity  that  is  not  normal  agricultural  practice.  The  Town  of  Carver  is 
49%  wetlands;  this  includes  a large  amount  of  open  space,  much  of  which  is  cranberry 
bogs.  Carver  residents  and  businesses  alike  depend  upon  well  water.  This  means  that  we 
must  ensure  that  our  water  remains  available  and  clean.  To  do  so,  we  must  protect  the 
natural  pollution-filtering  process  that  all  wetlands  --  both  natural  and  man-made  — 
provide. 

During  the  course  of  our  work,  we  advise  the  public  on  the  following  issues: 
dredging,  excavating,  filling  or  dumping  soil  or  spoils  within  100  feet  of  a Bordering 
Vegetated  Wetland;  installing  and  erecting  staked  hay  bales,  siltation  fences  and  other 
barriers  to  protect  resource  areas  before  beginning  work  near  a resource  area;  minimizing 
the  impact  of  work  to  be  done  within  a resource  area,  sometimes  by  removing  as  little 
vegetation  as  possible  and  often  by  seeding,  planting  and  stabilizing  the  area  before  work 
begins;  and  wetland  replications.  We  are  here  to  help  guide  the  public  through  these 
issues. 

Our  day-to-day  work  also  includes  the  processing  of  filings,  permits  and  fees;  site 
walks  for  all  Notices  of  Intent;  additional  site  walks  for  other  types  of  applications  and 
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potential  problems  areas;  and  attacking  the  huge  backlog  of  open  files  from  past  years. 
The  Conservation  Agent,  Edward  T.  Hoey,  and  the  Chairman,  Sarah  G.  Hewins,  have 
worked  extensively  not  only  on  new  filings  and  requests  that  come  in  almost  daily,  but 
also  on  still-open  files  that  often  date  back  ten  years  or  more.  We  hope  soon  to  right  the 
past  years  of  neglect  suffered  by  the  Commission  office  so  that  our  work  will  be  more 
efficient  and  our  job  more  effective. 

Our  thanks  to  all  who  have  filed  with  us  in  the  past  year  or  who  have  simply  called 
the  Commission  office  with  questions.  This  communication  is  important  and  we 
encourage  you  to  continue  to  work  with  us  to  protect  Carver’s  natural  beauty  and 
resources.  We  meet  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  of  every  month  at  7;30pm  at  the  Carver 
High  School  until  renovations  are  completed  on  the  Town  Hall.  These  meetings  are  open 
to  the  public  and  we  welcome  your  attendance  and  interest. 

Our  thanks  also  to  the  Carver  Board  of  Selectmen;  Chief  of  Police,  Diane  M.  Skoog; 
Fire  Chief,  Dana  E.  Harriman;  Health  Agent,  Robert  C.  Tinkham,  Jr.;  Building 
Inspector,  Robert  F.  Kirby;  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  William  Halunen  and 
Town  Administrator,  Richard  LaFond.  These  individuals  have  stressed  the  importance  of 
the  Conservation  Commission  to  the  Town  of  Carver  and  have  included  us  on  their 
inspections  checklist. 

We  look  forw'ard  to  serving  the  Town  of  Carver  with  fairness  and  pride  — protecting 
our  wetlands  and  open  space  and  the  quality  of  life  they  bring  to  all  of  us  — for  years  to 
come.

The  204th  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Carver  was  held 
on  Monday,  May  20,  1996  at  the  Carver  High  School  Auditorium  at  7:35  P.M., 
pursuant  to  a Warrant  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  dated  May  1,  1996.

2.  Within  five  hundred  (500)  feet  from  the  nearest  lot  line  of  any  establishment 
licensed  under  the  provisions  of  Section  12  of  Chapter  138  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

3.  Within  one  thousand  (1,000)  feet  from  the  nearest  lot  lines  of  a school, 
church,  day  care  center,  public  beach  or  playground. 
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B.  Adult  Bookstores  and  Adult  Motion  Picture  Theaters  and  all  advertising  signs  on 
the  premises  thereof  shall  not  be  located  within  fifty  (50)  feet  of  a public  or  private  way 
and  must  be  set  back  a minimum  of  fifty  (50)  feet  from  all  lot  lines. 

C.  The  application  for  Special  Permit  must  include  the  following  information: 

1 . Name  and  address  of  the  legal  owner  of  the  bookstore  or  theater 

2.  Name  and  address  of  all  persons  having  a lawful  equity  or  security 
interest  in  the  bookstore  or  theater 

3.  Name  and  address  of  the  manager 

4.  The  number  of  employees. 

5.  Proposed  security  precautions 

6.  A plan  of  physical  layout  of  the  premises. 

D.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  8.4  - A Special  Permit  for  an  Adult 
Bookstore  or  Adult  Motion  Picture  Theater  shall  lapse  within  one  (1)  year,  including  the 
time  required  to  pursue  or  await  the  determination  of  an  appeal  filed  pursuant  to 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  40A,  Section  17,  from  the  grant  thereof,  if  a 
substantial  use  thereof  has  not  sooner  commenced  except  for  good  cause  or  in  the  case  of 
permit  for  construction,  if  construction  has  not  begun  by  such  date  except  for  good  cause. 

By  adding  the  following  definition  to  Section  2 - Definitions 

ADULT  LIVE  ENTERTAINMENT  ESTABLISHMENT  - An  enclosed  building

3.  Within  one  thousand  (1,000)  feet  from  the  nearest  lot  lines  of  a school, 
church,  day  care  center,  public  beach  or  playground 

B.  The  application  for  Special  Permit  must  include  the  following  information: 

1.  Name  and  address  of  the  legal  owner  of  the  adult  live  entertainment 
establishment 

2.  Name  and  address  of  all  persons  having  a lawful  equity  or  security 
interest  in  the  adult  live  entertainment  establishment 

3.  Name  and  address  of  the  manager 

4.  The  number  of  employees. 

5.  Proposed  security  precautions 

6.  A plan  of  physical  layout  of  the  premises 

C.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  8.4  - A Special  Permit  for  an  Adult 
Live  Entertainment  Establishment  shall  lapse  within  one  (1)  year,  including  the  time 
required  to  pursue  or  await  the  determination  of  an  appeal  filed  pursuant  to  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  Chapter  40A,  Section  17,  from  the  grant  thereof,  if  a substantial  use 
thereof  has  not  sooner  commenced  except  for  good  cause  or  in  the  case  of  permit  for 
construction,  if  construction  has  not  begun  by  such  date  except  for  good  cause. 

D.  An  Adult  Live  Entertainment  Establishment  and  all  advertising  signs  on  the 
premises  thereof  shall  not  be  located  within  fifty  (50)  feet  of  a public  way  and  must  be  set 
back  a minimum  of  fifty  (50)  feet  from  all  lot  lines. 

E.  No  Special  Permit  may  be  granted  hereunder  to  any  person  convicted  of  violating

F.  This  subsection  is  enacted  pursuant  to  General  Laws  Chapter  40A,  and  pursuant 
to  the  Town’s  authority  under  the  Home  rule  Amendment  to  the  Massachusetts 
Constitution  to  serve  the  compelling  Town  interest  of  preventing  the  clusterings  and 
concentration  of  adult  entertainment  enterprises  as  defined  herein  because  of  their 
deleterious  effect  on  adjacent  areas  and  in  response  to  studies  demonstrating  their  effect  in 
generating  crime  and  blight.

G.  Any  commercial  establishment  or  activity  that  promotes  or  portrays  under  the 
guise  of  entertainment  or  education,  sexual  abuse  of  or  by  or  among  men,  women  and 
children,  and  any  such  abuse  that  threatens  their  health  and  the  health  of  a community 
shall  not  be  granted  a permit  in  the  Town  of  Carver.  Furthermore,  any  such  commercial 
establishment  or  activity  that  violates  the  community  standards  of  said  Town  shall  not 
be  granted  a permit  in  the  Town  of  Carver. 

This  by-law  shall  be  deemed  severable,  and  those  parts  which  are  unconstitutional  or 
invalid  shall  be  deemed  to  be  severed.

During  the  past  year  the  Assessors,  Patriot  Properties,  Inc.  and  the  Department  of 
Revenue  completed  a comprehensive  revaluation  program.  Every  improved  property  in 
Carver  was  measured  and  over  99%  received  interior  inspections. 

Clerk,  Theresa  Read,  left  and  Krista  Brassil  joined  our  office  staff  in  November  1996. 
Krista  will  begin  Course  101  in  March  of  1997.  This  is  a required  course  given  by  the 
Department  of  Revenue. 

The  Assessors  office  will  be  receiving  state  of  the  art  computers  and  software  in  the 
spring  of  1997.  Our  aerial  mapping  will  be  added  to  our  computer  presentation. 

The  office  staff  processed  371  property  transfers,  400  building  permits  and  27  plans 
for  division  of  property.  We  received  from  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  1 1,768  excise 
tax  bills  and  557  excise  tax  abatements  granted. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  granted  282  property  tax  exemptions  and  90  tax  abatements. 

The  Assessors  office  took  in  $1,028.90  for  research  fees.  These  monies  were  turned 
in  to  the  Town’s  general  fund.

The  Carver  Housing  Authority  meets  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month  to 
conduct  the  business  of  managing  eight  family  units  and  twenty  elderly  units  at 
Meadowbrook  North,  as  well  as  a residency  on  Fuller  Street  with  eight  units  that  are 
leased  to  the  Department  of  Mental  Health. 

The  daily  business  of  the  CHA  is  carried  on  by  a very  competent  part-time  staff: 
Executive  Director,  Donna  Fernandes;  Office  Assistant,  Frances  Cloonan  and  Maintenance 
Foreman,  Sterling  Hanson.  We  appreciate  their  valuable  service  to  the  community  and 
especially  appreciate  their  concern  for  the  residents  of  our  housing  units.  Peter  Nelson, 
our  former  Maintenance  Foreman,  left  during  the  summer  for  a full-time  opportunity.  We 
would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  for  his  several  years  of  dedicated  service,  which 
very  often  went  beyond  the  call  of  duty. 

Meadowbrook  North  was  established  in  1982.  Maintenance  of  the  facility  is  a 
constant  priority,  which  has  been  managed  with  a very  stringent  budget.  A major 
accomplishment  this  year  was  the  upgrading  of  the  heating  and  wiring  systems. 

We  would  like  to  thank  any  and  all  who  have  supported  our  efforts  to  provide  safe, 
comfortable  housing  to  our  community.

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Report  of  the  Historic  District  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Historic  District  Commission  makes  the  following  report  for  1996: 

The  Town  of  Carver  has,  within  its  boundaries,  two  historic  districts:  Lakenham 
Historic  District  in  North  Carver  and  the  Savery  Historic  District  in  South  Carver.  These 
two  districts  were  set  aside  by  town  meeting  to  preserve  the  character  and  historic 
significance  in  our  town. 

The  Historic  District  Commission  is  responsible  to  uphold  MGL  Ch.  40C  and  the 
Town  of  Carver  Historic  District  Bylaw,  by  conducting  hearings  relative  to  architectural 
significance  within  the  town’s  two  historic  districts.  The  Commission  meets  the  first 
Tuesday  of  every  month  and  holds  its  meetings  in  the  Carver  High  School  cafeteria, 
beginning  at  7:30pm. 

The  Commission  this  year  has  continued  its  involvement  with  the  preservation  of 
Savery  Avenue,  the  oldest  divided  highway  in  the  United  States.  Property  was  purchased 
on  Savery  Avenue  to  complete  a park  which  will  be  open  to  the  public,  with  nature  trails 
and  picnic  areas.  All  the  hard  work  of  those  involved  paid  off,  with  the  dedication 
ceremony  which  took  place  on  November  2,  1996.  Plaques  were  placed  on  boulders  at 
each  entrance  to  the  newly  named  Savery  Avenue/Laura  Hudson  Park. 

A sign  at  the  northern  entrance  to  the  Savery  Historic  District,  welcoming  people  to 
the  district,  was  stolen.  The  sign  was  replaced  thanks  to  a very  generous  donation  by  the 
Carver  Police  Union.  Signs  in  the  Lakenham  Historic  District  will  be  installed  as  soon 
as  work  to  Plymouth  Street  (Route  44)  is  completed. 

The  Commission  also  has  sold  tiles  of  Savery  Avenue  as  a fundraiser  to  support  the 
appropriation  of  the  Savery  Avenue  Park.  There  are  still  a few  available  from  the 
Chairman. 

At  the  Lakenham  Green,  in  the  Lakenham  Historic  District,  work  continues  to  keep 
the  Christmas  lights  lit  each  December.  New  strings  of  lights  have  been  purchased,  new 
wiring  has  been  completed  and  a new  meter  and  electric  box  have  been  installed.  The 
Commission  is  looking  forward  to  having  the  flagpole  lit  once  the  short  circuit  is 
repaired.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


School  district  personnel  have  been  immersed  over  the  past  year  in  efforts  to  address 
restructuring  related  to  our  new  high  school  addition  and  restructuring  pertaining  to 
education  reform.  The  addition  to  Carver  High  School  is  in  its  completion  stages.  We 
expect  to  open  our  schools  in  September  with  a reorganized  grade  structure  which  reflects 
a kindergarten  through  grade  two  primary  school,  grade  three  through  five  elementary 
school,  grade  six  through  eight  middle  school  and  a grade  nine  through  twelve  senior 
high  school.  There  has  been  a tremendous  amount  of  planning  on  the  part  of  the  school 
committee,  administration,  teachers  and  school  councils  in  preparation  for  the  grade 
restructuring.  Mrs.  Martin,  Elementary  Principal,  and  Mr.  Daly,  Middle  School 
Principal-Elect,  have  begun  meeting  with  teachers  and  a school  council  sub-committee 
comprised  of  representatives  from  the  elementary  and  high  school  councils  to  assist  in  the 
transition  planning.  To  date  their  efforts  have  been  very  useful  and  both  groups  have 
identified  common  areas  of  concern  which  need  to  be  resolved  before  the  September 
opening.  The  Carver  School  Committee  and  community  at  large  have  been  very 
supportive  of  the  new  middle  school  concept  and  philosophy  and  have  provided  the 
resources  for  planning  and  staffing  of  our  new  school. 

Education  reform  efforts  have  continued  this  school  year.  Restructuring  our 
curriculum  and  finding  better  ways  of  assessing  our  progress  have  been  two  major  efforts. 
We  are  in  the  first  year  of  implementing  a new  reading/language  arts  literacy  curriculum 
for  kindergarten  through  grade  six.  The  elementary  grades  have  also  been  working  with  a 
new  writing  across  the  curriculum  program  and  have  participated  in  several  intensive 
professional  development  workshops  in  this  area.  There  has  been  a continuation  of  the 
development  of  the  team  concept  in  grade  seven.  We  hope  to  expand  the  team  concept  to 
grades  six  and  eight  next  September.  The  implementation  of  the  integrated  math  program 
at  the  secondary  level  and  the  expanded  use  of  authentic  assessment  within  the  English 
Department  have  been  two  exciting  restructuring  efforts  which  will  be  closely  monitored. 
Our  school-to-career  efforts  have  been  assisted  by  the  Cranberry  School-To-Career  grant 
program  funded  through  Nynex  which  allowed  us  to  receive  two  high  speed  computers 
connected  to  the  Internet  as  a pilot  program.  We  hope  to  expand  the  use  of  technology 
across  the  disciplines  on  the  secondary  level  using  the  experience  we  have  gained  through 
the  Nynex  program. 
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Professional  development  has  been  closely  aligned  to  our  new  curriculum  initiatives. 
Certified  staff  have  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  numerous  conferences  and  workshops 
throughout  the  school  year.  For  the  second  year,  a full  day  of  professional  development 
was  held  the  day  after  the  February  recess.  The  majority  of  presenters  were  from  our  own 
professional  staff.  We  have  a highly  trained  professional  staff  and  their  enthusiasm  and  the 
quality  of  their  presentations  validated  their  place  as  a life-long  learner  in  a community  of 
learners.  We  hope  to  expand  our  professional  development  opportunities  to  all  staff  to 
ensure  that  we  have  a high  level  of  expertise  within  our  school  district. 

Curriculum  development  and  professional  development  go  hand-in-hand  in  the 
process  of  school  improvement.  The  third  key  component  is  assessment.  Our  theme  for 
this  year’s  professional  development  planning  was  assessment.  We  began  the  school  year 
by  sending  out  to  all  residents  a copy  of  our  first  Annual  School  Report.  This  annual 
report  is  a milestone  for  our  district  and  will  provide  community  residents  with 
important  data  to  assess  school  progress.  We  are  collecting  relevant  data  this  year  to 
continue  the  annual  reporting  process.  Equally  important  as  revised  curriculum,  new 
texts,  technology,  and  staff  training  are  in  the  school  improvement  process,  we  must  also 
know  how  they  impact  student  learning.  We  are  committed  to  collecting  and  analyzing 
data  throughout  the  learning  process  to  evaluate  the  impact  of  teaching  strategies  and 
change  initiative  on  positive  student  learning  outcomes.  If  what  we  do  does  not 
positively  impact  student  learning,  then  we  must  answer  the  question,  why  are  we  doing 
it. 

The  number  of  teachers  who  have  taught  less  than  five  years  has  increased  within  our 
district  as  we  have  added  staff  over  the  past  four  years.  Although  we  are  very  proud  of  the 
quality  of  new  teachers  we  have  brought  into  our  school  district,  teaching  is  a complex 
and  difficult  profession  and  experienced  teachers  provide  consistent  and  high  quality 
learning  experiences  to  our  students.  We  were  very  saddened  this  year  with  the  loss  of 
two  of  our  teachers;  Felice  Goldstein  and  Priscilla  Ramsay.  They  both  epitomized  the 
dedication  and  commitment  to  students  we  expect  from  all  of  our  staff  We  will  always 
remember  their  contributions  to  their  students  and  colleagues. 

We  believe  our  curriculum  changes  and  new  program  initiatives  are  positively 
impacting  student  learning.  We  greatly  improved  our  student  scores  in  the  latest 
Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Program  tests.  The  challenge  is  that  we  are  still 
slightly  below  the  state  average.  I remain  committed  to  continuous  improvement  and 
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have  full  faith  in  our  teaching  staff  and  administration  to  stay  on  course  toward  the  goal  of 
school  improvement.  When  contemplating  the  difficulty  in  implementing  change,  I am 
reminded  of  the  sign  just  outside  of  the  tunnel  as  you  enter  Boston.  It  states,  “Rome  was 
not  built  in  a day;  if  it  was  we  would  have  hired  their  contractor.”  Positive  change  toward 
school  improvement  will  take  time;  however,  with  the  support  of  the  school  committee, 
parents,  staff,  administration  and  community  we  will  see  positive  change  each  year.  We 
are  faced  with  many  challenges  as  we  try  to  prepare  our  students  to  enter  the  21st  century. 
We  must  provide  them  with  a 21st  century  education.  Technology  and  how  it  integrates 
into  the  learning  process  is  an  issue  we  have  been  studying  for  over  a year.  We  have  Just 
drafted  a district-wide  technology  plan  and  will  be  submitting  a completed  copy  by  May 
of  this  year.  When  our  technology  plan  is  approved  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education,  we  will  be  eligible  for  state  matching  funds  for  certain  technology 
expenditures.  Our  goal  is  to  provide  training  for  staff  and  learning  opponunities  for 
students  that  will  enhance  their  ability  to  enter  a highly  technological  work  force  and/or 
post  high  school  learning  experience.  I look  forward  to  working  with  our  school 
committee,  administration,  staff,  students  and  community  residents  as  we  forge  ahead  in 
our  goal  of  continuous  improvement.

1988  budget  process.  During  that  time  I was  pleased  to  assist  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in 
settling  one  collective  bargaining  agreement  as  well  as  many  other  union  issues  that  came 
to  the  Board’s  attention. 

In  addition  to  dealing  with  the  day  to  day  activities  of  the  town,  1997  promises  to 
be  an  exciting  and  productive  year  during  which  time  I plan  to  assist  the  Board  and 
Finance  Committee  in  projecting  the  revenue  and  expenditure  scenarios  for  the  next 
several  years  and  to  begin  addressing  the  town’s  personnel  system  for  non-union 
employees. 

I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  department  heads  and  the 
many  elected  and  appointed  members  of  the  town’s  boards  and  committees  for  their 
support  during  this  period  of  transition.  Also,  I would  like  to  thank  the  efforts  of  the  staff 
within  the  Selectmen’s  Office  - Pat  Clark,  Jean  Bouchard  and  particularly  Administrative 
Assistant,  Jeanne  Roby,  for  her  dedicated  assistance  to  myself  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


1996  was  a very  productive  year  for  the  Town  of  Carver.  The  construction  of  both 
the  new  Town  Hall  and  Library  began  and  continued  as  of  the  end  of  the  year.  Both 
buildings  should  be  open  for  business  in  calendar  year  1997.  The  construction  of 
the  Town  Hall  has  caused  some  inconvenience  for  the  public  and  the  town  hall 
employees.  We  thank  both  for  their  patience  during  this  historic  time. 

Progress  continues  in  negotiating  a new  cable  contract  with  Adelphia  Cable 
Communications  that  will  provide  increased  services  to  the  citizens.  The  Computer 
Study  Committee  has  worked  to  upgrade  the  computer  technology  at  Town  Hall  and 
these  efforts  should  culminate  in  1997  with  the  purchase  of  computer  software  for 
networking  the  town  departments  with  modem  municipal  programming. 

The  town  was  successful  in  pursuing  a grant  through  the  Executive  Office  of  Housing 
and  Community  Development,  formerly  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  & 
Development,  for  hiring  a consultant  to  review  and  make  recommendations  to  update  the 
town’s  zoning  by-laws  and  to  suggest  land  use  controls  to  help  insure  that  the 
town  grows  at  a pace  that  best  serves  the  community.  It  is  expected  that  these 
recommendations  will  be  complete  by  June  of  1997. 

Pursuant  the  vote  of  town  meeting  and  a special  act  of  the  legislature  the  Board  hired 
Richard  J.  LaFond  as  the  town’s  first  Town  Administrator  in  October.  It  is  expected  that 
relieving  the  Board  of  the  administrative  responsibilities  of  the  town  will  enable  a greater 
degree  of  attention  to  those  issues  of  importance  facing  the  town  and  its  future. 

This  past  year  the  Board  welcomed  Timothy  McGillicuddy  back  for  a second  term 
and  Richard  Shevelow  to  his  first  term  on  the  Board. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  those  who  serve  on  the  numerous  Boards,  Committees 
and  Commissions  and  the  town  employees  for  their  efforts  during  1996.  We  wish  to 
extend  our  gratitude  to  Administrative  Assistant  Jeanne  Roby,  Pat  Clark  and  Jean 
Bouchard  for  their  dedicated  service  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen’s  Office.
